| ()—A sudden flaring of bandit activ- 


ity in the northern jungles has result- 
ed in the wounding of an American 
medical officer and the killing of twe 


guardsmen. 


Lieutenant William H. Smith, med- 
ical officer,, and three members of the 
guardia nacional (the American-of- 
ficered national guard) were wounded. 
It was believed @hat several of the 
outlaws had been kil led. 

The clash occurred in the vicinity of 
Sau Juan de Telpaneca, in the prov- 
ince of Nueva Segovia, near the Hon- 
duran border. The outlaws were 
armed with a machine gun and bombs. 
One of the bombs struck Lieutenant 
Smith on the side of the head and a 
bullet also hit him. His wounds 
are not serious. 

The jungle where the fighting oc- 
curred was so thick that’ the size of 
the bandit group could not be deter- 
mined, although it was believed they 
numbered at least 100. 

The dead guardsmen were buried 
near the scene of battle. The wound- 
ed were transported on the backs of 
mules to Apali, where there is an 
airplane landing field. They were 
brought to Managua from there by 
plane.

The presence in the soft pine 
of resin, from which turpentine and 
rosin are obtained, makes that wood 
unsuitable for paper manufacture, Its 
elimination is only obstacle in the 
way of utilizing the easily cultivated 
timber of this section as a raw ma- 
terial source for the huge paper in- 
dustry, Dr. Henry pointed out.

Paying Off County Advances. 

Part of the $100,000,000 bond is- 
sue in Jowa will be used to pay off 
county debts created in aid of the 
state highway system.

Atlanta’s Workable Precedent. 


The objection of many persons to 
marketing $100,000,000 of bonds and 
turning the proceeds over to a bunch 
of politicians to administer and ex- 
pend is one that can be easily an- 
swered. 

_ When Atlanta voted certain bond 
issues for specified purposes it was 
upon the terms that a bond commis- 
sion of trustworthy citizens should he 
formed to allocate and expend the 
funds. That was a wise, business- 
e and reliable proceeding. 

In like manner the state legisla- 


ple authorize a bond issue of whatever 
amount for the specific purpose of 
building a pre-determined statewide 
hard road system, the funds shall be 
committed to a “Publie Highways Au- 
thority,” composed of a small number 
ot expert highway engineers and able 
business men. Something like that 
was suggested in a plan laid by pri- 
vate parties before the legislature of 
1927. The New York Port Author- 
ity and its successful operations sup- 
plied the idea. 

By some such agency the people of 
Georgia can easily and quickly, with- 
out a cent of taxation other than for 
car assessments and gasoline, get one 
of the finest hard road systems in tie 
entire Union.

At Paris last August 24 signatures 
were affixed to the treaty by the 
United States, Great Britain, Ger- 
many, Belgium, France, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, the Union of 
Seuth Africa, the Irish Free State, 
India, Italy, Japan, Poland and 
Czecho-Slovakia.

The committee interpreted the treaty 
as in no way affecting the Monroe 
“which United States re- 
gards as a part of its national secur- 
ity and defense.”

PUTS ENFORCEMENT 
UP TO STATES.

Washington. January 15.—( United 
News.)—Prohibition enforcement has 
definitely entered a stage of watchful 
waiting in which the federal govern- 
ment will continue to fight smuggling 
and diversion of industrial alcohol, but 
will leave the real test of actual sup- 
pression of bootleg traffie more and 
more squarely up to the state. 

That the federal government has at 
last openly come to this position is 
indicated by the action of Secretary 
ef the Treasury Mellon in opposing 
the additional $25,000,000 enforcement 
appropriation proposed by Senator 
Harris, Georgia, democrat, Secretary 
Mellon, in a letter to Chairman War- 
ren. of the senate appropriation com- 
mittee made public today, declared

to stamp out liquor traffic.’ The dif- 
ficulties of this soon became apparent 
and the second phase of enforcement 
was ushered in with the appointment 
of General Andrews who continued the 
activities begun by his predecessors, 
but gradually’ shifted his attention 
more and more to checking the sources 
ot bootleggers supplies and to suppres- 
sion of smuggling. Drys of the anti- 
siloon Jeague regarded this as a par- 
tial evasion of the federal govern- 
ment’s responsibility and Andrews was 
constantly under fire. 

But now most of the leaders of the 
anti-saloon league have come to share 
the view of Mellon and are content 
to have the federal government con- 
centrate upon the major sources of 
supply, leaving to the states the prob- 
lem of suppressing the individual boot- 
legger. 

Some of the dry leaders would be 
willing to go as high as $25,000,000 
for enforcement—that is the figure 
suggested by Ernest H. Cherrington, 
of the anti-saloon league, in his plan 
drafted in the Durant prize contest. 
But anti-saloon league leaders are on 
the whole convinced that prohibition 
cnforceement cannot make much fur- 
ther progress until state and local gov- 
ernments throw their resources into 
enforcement activities. 

The anti-saloon league viewpoint, 
as explained today, is that to make 
excessive federal appropriations for 
enforcement would tend to eneourage 
states to abandon their appropriations 
and yet the federal government can 
do only so much and until the states 
hold up their end enforcement cannot 
reach its maximum effectiveness.

The condition of Peacntree road

That was our pleasure Tuesday noon and it was a most 


driving setup. 
satisfactory luncheon. 
Please don’t misunderstand this assertion. The handsome 
Peter De Paolo offers no panacea for ills such as short stature 
but he ts so decidedly one of us runts that meeting him is a 
decided boon to the rest of us. 


The man who has twice been national champion of all racing drivers 
is just a few scant imches over five feet in height and might weigh all 
of 130 pounds, in the rain with a Ford under each arm. But his square- 
jawed countenance set under a head of black hair sprinkled with gray, 
makes you forget his stature. 


Those few gray hairs tell a story of their own. A story that 
is hard to get from the lips of this remarkable young man, And 
he is a young man. Despite the sprinkling of gray in his hair 
he is but 29 years of age and has reached the peak of his pro- 
fession. He is now retired and looks back on his eventful life 
on the tracks of America and Europe with a retrospect that belies 
his tender age. 


Acting now as one cog in the great Reo motor organization Peter 
De Paolo very evidently doesn’t particularly care to talk about his life 
as a champion of race drivers. But by dint of perseverance and ques- 
tioning we elicited a few very interesting facts from the little fellow 


who lead the way on the “roaring road.”’ 


Looking at this quiet, self-assured young man itt was hard to 
see just why his famous uncle, Ralph De Palma, had told his 
youthful nephew he would nefer make a race driver. So we asked 
Mr. De Paolo about this matter and he replied with a grin, “He 
thought | was too nervous but his advice probably came because 
he didn’t want me to take up the profession seriously. ‘Not many 
of us are lucky enough to quit all in one piece, you know.” 


“Do you train physically for big races?” was our next question. 
“I never failed to get in shape for the

“Yes, sir,’ came the answer. 
big races. In fact, during the racing season I never smoked, 
certain foods, took regular exercise and kept regular hours. 
do that to be in shape for the drain of a race.’ 


“| have lost as much as six pounds in weight during a 500- 


mile race,” said De Paolo, in answer to another foolish question. 


“Is it true,”” we asked, “that a driver going at a high rate of speed 
can’t distinguish objects clearly as he passes?’’ Again the firm negative. 
“Just to test this matter | read printed letters one inch high held in the 
pit while I was passing at a speed of 140 miles pér hour.”’ 


“Where do you experience the greatest physical strain during 
a long race>” “Blistered hands are about the only serious dis- 
comfort of racing. l wrap the wheel with gauze to absorb some of 
the blood which comes from blistered hands rubbed raw by the 
vibration on the wheel. Gloves> They make it worse because 
they keep the moisture in and keep the hands tender.” 


When asked to describe that last crackup in the trials for the 500- 
mile race last year, De Paolo even sm‘l:d in retrospect. Any man who 
can look back and smile at a thing like that is an optimist: 
is short,” he ruminated. “I was hitting off about 138 miles per hour 
just coming out of the back stretch at the most dangerous curve when 
my right front tire blew out. I tried to correct the swerve of the car 
and the worm gear on the steering column wouldn’t stand the strain. 
It snapped and I was left helpless.’’ 


“What happened then?” we asked innocently. “Somehow, I 
just can’t remember after the first two or three loops but 1 woke 
up in a hospital and stayed there a long time.”

Bankers said that the quick response 
of the loan rate to this moderate 
withdrawal of funds illustrated the 
rather touchy situation that has arisen 
with the sharp reduction in time 
loans and increasing tendency to fi- 
nance the market with day to day 
borrowings. Under present conditions, 
bankers state that a 12 per cent cal) 
loan rate is likely over any month 
end. 

Banks Seen Over-Estimated. 

The bullish operations im the morn- 
ing were largely based on the state- 
ment of conditions of the federal re- 
serve member banks, issued last 
night, disclosing a reduction of about 
$275,000,000 in reserve bank borrow- 
ings. The sharp rise in call money, 
however. indicated that the improve- 
ment in the bank’s condition had been 
over-estimated, and that the present 
supply of surplus funds is adequate 
to tinance any sustained bull move- 
ment, 

The day's business news was rather 
meager. Reports that steel mill ac- 


tivity has experienced a slight setback. 


caused something of a shock, follow- 
ing upon the heels of numerous bril- 
liant descriptions of the condition of 
the industry. There was a tendency 
to regard the recession as merely tem- 
porary, however, and further railway 
equipment orders indicated that steel 
requirements are holding at a fairly 
high level. 

The violent contortions of the stock 
of Ford of Canada on the curb mar-

he department of agriculture today 
issued a report on bol) weevil hiber- 
nation indicating that about as many 
boll weevils hibernated last year as 
lid in 1927. 

Examinations this year were made 
at 47 points in four states, involv- 
j the examination of a total of 
5.767 pounds of moss. The department 
said that since the examinations were 
confined to four states ‘““Too sweeping 
conclusions should not be drawn as 
to the number of weevils entering hi- 
bernation throughout the cotton belt.” 

The report said thet live weevils 
per ton of moss at different iocalities 
were as follows: Tallulah, La., 240; 
the average in northeastern Louisiana, 
202; average southern Louisiana, 669; 
average Mouth Carolina, 768: average 
Georgia, 218; average Alabama, 554. 

In Arkansas the weevil population 
in the fall of 1928, the report said, 
in the northern part of the state 
seemed to be lighter than usual, the 
central portion about average and the 
southern portion heavier than usual, 
especially in the southeastern corner. 

In northern Louisiana the weevils 
seemed to be at least as abundant as 
in the average year of heavy infesta- 
tion, while in the southern portion of 
the state the infestation was heavier 
than average. Records from Missis 
sippi. the report said, indicated the 
weevil population to be somewhat be- 
low average. 

Reports from Georgia indicated 
that weevils entered hibernation in 
about the same numbers as in aver- 
age years but were in unnsually good 
condition. In South Carolina, the re- 
port said, weevils seemed quite gen- 
erally more abundant than formerly 
and particuiariy so ‘in the Piedmont 
a eection. Food conditions in the fall 
were comparatively unfavorable in the 
coastal section and favorable in the 
Piedmont. 

North Carolina reports indicated 
that weevils were somewhat less albun- 
dant than in 1927, but were in good 
condition. 

In Oklahoma the extremely 
“snotted” infestation during the sum- 
mer continued into the fall and as 
fn result extreme local variations were 
found. The general conditions, the re- 
port said, seemed to be that fewer 
weevils went into hibernation. 

The Alabama hibernation. the re- 
port said, apparently wars somewhat 
more numerous last year than in

Bushnell ordered the body of Mrs.

Kinder, Boston dentist, here last Fri- 
day night, sent to Dr. Magrath. An 
autopsy previously been made by the 
medical examiner of Middlesex coun- 
ty. George L. West. 

For more than a year Mrs, Ruth 
had been known to neighbors as Mrs. 
Kinder and an investigation into the 
circumstances of her death was _ be- 
gun when it was discovered that she 
was the wife of baseball's leading 
home-run_ hitter. 

Although authorities said they were 
satisfied that Mrs. Ruth’s death was 
due to accidental causes, the second 
autopsy was ordered performed by Dis- 
trict Attorney Robert T. Bushnell 
that there might be no possibility of 
error. Relatives of the dead woman 
expressed doubt that her death was 
accidental and demanded a more 
thorough investigation, 

Dr. Kinder, who appeared at 
Watertown police station voluntarily 
to submit to questioning, denied that 
his relations with Mrs. Ruth had been 
improper.

Says Council Has No Author-. 


ity To Change Con- 
stitution. 


London, January 15.—(United 
News.)—General W. Bramwell Booth 
broke his silence in regard to the Sal- 
vation Army high council's attempts 
to depose him in a statement to the 
press tonight, virtually announcing 
that he had flatly refused to accept 
the suggestion that he retire from 
command of the army. 

“Why should I retire under com- 
pulsion?” the aged general asked in 
the statement issued from his sick 
bed at his cottage by the sea at South- 
wold. 

“My leadership may not at the mo- 
ment be what it once was, but what 


assurance have I that I would be re- 
placed by one who would seek first 
and foremost to maintain the. princi- 
ples of the army?’ 

Pea Booth’s statement further 
said: . 

“The council has no legal power to * 
propose, let alone, make changes in 
the constitution. The council's, re- 
quest that I retire amounts to a threat 
of expulsion.” 

The commander-in-chief was espe- 
cially bitter against the campaign to 
change “the constitution, relieving hinr 
of his autocratic powers, as proposed 
by Commander Evangeline Booth, of 
America. 
| “I am responsible before God for 
the well-being of the great organiza- 
tien which in less than 70 years has 
achieved a success unique.in the his- 
tory of the world,” the statement con- 
tinued. “I have carefully and prayer- 
fully considered the question, but I 
should be less than a man, apart from 
the leader of a great religious organi- 
zation, if I agreed to retire. There- 
fore I am compelled to refuse.”
